In the vicinity of Korosmezo, where 
the Russians have penetrated Hun- 
gary, they repulsed the Austrians, and 
seized positions in the hills, The an- 
nouncement follows: 

“In the region west of Lake Nobel, 
German attacks were repulsed with 
heavy losses to the enemy. 

“On the River Stokhod, in the region 
of the village of Rubkachervische, we 
captured Tcherische farm and several 
heights, There was a stubborn fight 
for the village of Tonol, which chang- 
ed hands séveral times, and finally 
remained in our possession. Cos- 
sacks launched cavalry attacks on the 
enemy, killing more than 200 Aus- 
trians. In this region we captured six 
officers, more than 600 of the rank and 
file, fifteen machine guns, two mine 
throwers, one searchlight, and _ tele- 
phone apparatus. 

“In the direction of Korosmozo (in 
Hungary three miles from the border) 
our troops drove back the enemy to 
the heights west of Jablonitza and 
Verkonka, and occupied the heights.

WILSON PLEADS 
WITH OFFICIALS 
FOR AGREEMENT 


Urges Them to Accept Plan of 
Settlement Agreed to by 
Employees 


(By Mornjng Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20,—President 
Wilson appealed to the railroad of- 
ficials yesterday to abandon their in- 
sistence on arbitration of the dispute 
threatening a nation-wide strike and 
to accept his plan of settlement, al- 
ready agreed to by the employees, be- 
cause, in his opinion, the railroads are 
contending for a principle which it 
seemingly is impossible to apply to 
the present situation. In one of the 
most dramatic scenes known to the 
White House in recent years, the presi- 
dent declared to the heads of five bil- 
lion dollars worth of properties, as- 
sembled at his summons: 

“If a strike comes, the public will 
know where the responsibility rests, 
It will not be upon me.” 

A few minutes later he issued a 
statement saying: “The public has a 
right to expect an acceptance of this 
plan.” 

Refusing teceptance for the present, 
but not giving ae final answer, lale 
Holden, president of the Burlington 
road, and spokesman for the thirty- 
three railroad officials, urged the presi- 
dent to uphold the principle of arbi- 
tration, and declared bis plan “would 
place in peril all that has been ac- 
complished in the peaceful adjustment 
of labor controversies by methods of 
arbitration,”

ceived any portion of the $1,000, On

Charge No, 13, 

“That 8. R. Moore in 19138 received 
three notes for $1,500 and after- 
wards money in payment on the 
notes from Nagi Haddad of Kincaid, 
an applicant for a liquer license for 
the purpose of securing said license.” 
The commissioners’ finding — con- 

cludes; 

“From the evidence of Keefe, it ap- 
pears that Moore had on another oc- 
casion taken the position that he con- 
trolled the giving of licenses in his 
constituency, 

“While we are not satisfied that 
Moore was financially interested in the 
rotes that were thus given, it is clear 
that he, with full knowledge of the 
Tacts, gave every assistance to Berger 
in the planning and carrying out of 
the scheme and for that reason he is 
in our opinion equally culpable," 

Charge No, 14, 

“That 8S. R. Moore received $500 
from J. Kennedy, an applicant for a 
liquor license for the purpose of se 
curing said license.” 
The commissioners’ 

lows: 

“We find that, at the times of the 
various conversations with Kennedy, 
that Moore and his associates, while 
leading Kennedy to believe they 
were going to build a hotel, did not 
intend to build one; that the promiss 
of Kennedy to pay $10,000 or $6,000 
Was made on the assumption that 
Moore and his associates intended to 
build a hotel and for the purpose of 
having them withdraw and of obtain- 
ing Moore's influence to secure a li- 
cense for Kennedy. Subsequently 
Kennedy completed his hotel and got 
his license, and some time liter hand- 
ed to Moore a cheque for $500 in favor 
ef the Frontier Hotel Company, which 
Vas apparently subsequently divided 
between the members of the company, 
Moore getting his share." 

Charge No, 15. 

“That J. F. Bole in 19138, then a 
member of the Legislative Assembly, 
received money from the George 
Velie Company, an applicant for a 
liquor license for the purpose of se- 
curing such license.’ 

Judge Brown found as follows: 

“Whether or not Bole subsequently 
knew of the contribution made by the 
Velie Company and of its application 
to the note in question is not material 
to the issue. Such knowledge would 
hot imply wrong-doing on Bole's part. 
1 am therefore of the opinion and find 
that the charge has not been proved.” 

Judge Elwood found: 

“On the other hand, Bole showed 
that, at least, his recollection of the 
various transactions was incorrect, He 
had to admit before us in his last ex- 
amination that he was mistaken in 
many iMportant respects on his first 
examination, His evidence, to my 
mind, was most unsatisfactory and 
I, therefore, accept the evidence of the 
Hillmans, and find that he was a party 
to the obtaining of the money from 
the Velie Company and to ita being 
applied to this note, 

“From the evidence before us I find 
however, that no improper influence 
Was used with the License Com- 
missigners in connection with that 
application, And 1 find that the 
money was obtained from the Velie 
Company in consequence of the sut- 
gestion made by Mr. Anderson at the 
time of the application and the sub- 
sequent request by Mr. Anderson of 
Steiffel.”

Charge No. 16, 

“That in 1912 J. F. Bole, then a 
member of the Legislative Assembly, 
stifled prosecution against the Vic- 
toria Hotel Company and = Michael 
Ehman and Andreas Ehman_ et 
Craik, liquor licensees, in consider- 
ation of political support of Andreas 
Ehman.” 

The finding: 

“The only evidence offered in sup- 
port of this charge is that of Andreas 
Khman, If this evidence is true one 
would expect to tind ample corrobora- 
tive evidence available. 

“In the absence of such corrobora- 
tion, and in view of the fact that the 
evidence of Ehman was denied by Mr. 
Hole in a) material parts, we find that 
the charge is not proved.” 

Conspiracy Charge, 1915, 

Whether a conspiracy was entered 
into between certain persons in the 
year 1915 to bribe members of the 
Assembly in connection with the 
Government's Liquor Policy, intro- 
duced into the Assembly in the ses- 
sion of 1915, and whether attempts 
were made to bribe certain members, 
and if such a conspiracy existed, who 
were the conspirators? And if any 
attempts at bribery were made, by 
whom were they made? 

Particulars, 

During the months of April and 
May, 1915, a conspiracy was entered 
into between the Saskatchewan Li- 
ecnsed Victuallers Association, the 
Brewers Association, Joseph Carrol, 
Frank Brunner, R, G. Waddell, and 
A. Borget, to bribe members of the 
Legislative Assembly of the Province 
of Saskatchewan in connection with 
the Government Liquor Policy and 
attempts to bribe were made by the 
said Carrol, Brunner, Waddell and 
Borget. 

The evidence offered indicates that 
some suggestions were made as to the 
possibility of influencing members of 
the Legislature against the goveri- 
ment'’s proposed liquor policy by the 
use of money. 

Such evidence, however, falls short 
of establishing that there was any 
conspiracy as alleged, or at all, or that 
eny attempts were actually made to 
tribe any such members,

they conspired with the license 
holders to defeat. 

The purpose of the investigation 
was to diseredit the Seott govern- 
ment. But just how the Seott go- 
vernment is discredited by proof 
that certain of its professed sup- 
porters were disloyal to it and to 
its principles, is not clear, Rather 
the eredit of the Scott government 
has been firmly established in re- 
gard to its banish the bar legisla- 
tiou. It is proven to have carried 
its principles into effect, notwith- 
stauding the disloyalty of certain 
of its supporters. And action that 
on its faee wee subject to criticism 
is proven t ve been not only 
justified, bus rendered necessary 
if the popular mind was to be ex- 
pressed free from improper in- 
fluence. 

Charges against the administra 
tion of the license law failed abso 
lutely so far as the government 
or any ef its members were econ 
cerned, But charges of  black- 
nailing licensees were established 
against three members of the legis- 
lature, [n one case the moneys re- 
ceived were taken for personal 
use, and in two cases were col 
lected for party funds, No doubt

Clearly such a far-reaching and, 
to some extent, successful effort at 
securing the defeat of the govern 
ment could not have been made 
without some knowledge of it 
reaching the government, The evi- 
dence of the faets would indicate 
thet the government did not feel 
able to put through the proposed 
legislation at that session, But the 
purpose of the government was not 
abandoned. In due course the bill 
Was passea that closed the hotel 
bars, and so cut off the chief 
source of revenne from which the 
teans to bribe legislators or their 
constituents was derived, 

The aetion of the Scott govern. 


ment was drastic, and without 
precedent in’ Canada. [twas 
rendered neeessary by the faets 
that have been exposed by the 


Royal Commission, but which were 
not within the knowledge of the 
public, Many friends of the Scott 
government wondered at the 
time at its apparently arbitrary 
action. Now they know that Pre- 
mier Scott was taking proper 
means to protect publie opinion 
and publie right against the most 
dastardly form of attack, Desper- 


ate diseases require desperate 
remedies, The cauker that was 
not only taking the money and 


corrupting the manhood of the 
individual citizen, but was using 
that money to bribe the legislature, 
needed to be cut out, and cut out 
quickly and completely—as it was 
by the Act of 1915, 

The demends made during the 
1916 session for divers and sundry 
investigations are an attempt by 
the members of the License Hold- 
ers Association to revenge them- 
selves upon the Seott government, 
in the hope that if they secure the 
defeat of that government they 
will find their successors more pli- 
able to their will. Whatever under 
standing there may be between 
the License Asociation and the 
members of the Provineial opposi- 
tion, who made the charges and 
demanded the investigation, there 
ean be no doubt that there must 
he some understanding as to 
future action, or the evidence 
brought forward would not have 
been made available. Revenge 
is not a strong inspiration 
in the matter-of-fact world of to- 
day; ‘and especially with such 
practical people as the members 
of the License Association, To 
defeat the Scott government is the 
purpose of the opposition, The

he is the party chiefly interested 
there is no difference. When 
he qualifies for his license and 
pays the fee, he is entitled to it 
Without hold-up by any one. So 
far as can be judged from the 
commissioners’ report the licensee 
was considered fair game for 
plunder by the members of the 
legislature against whom a finding 
was made. The license law is 
a matter of government adminis- 
tration, The fact that it was 
possible for members of the legis- 
lature to blackmail license holders 
is a reflection on the government 
and its administration. There was 
no evidence of knowledge by mem- 
bers of the government of these 
conditions; but it was their busi 
ness to know, and when such 
transactions occurred repeatedly 
without their knowledge they are 
distinetly to blame, There is no 
doubt that the readiness with 
which the license holders sub- 
mitted to blackmail was because 
such conditions were known not to 
be unusual in other provinces. 
The Seott government could 
scarcely have been without suspic- 
ion of such transactions, but, no 
doubt, found difficulty in’ eheck- 
ing them, It is more than likely 
that the decision to cut out the 
licensed sale of intoxicating 
liquor altogether was reached as 
the only means of dealing with the 
many far-reaching and diverse 
wrongs that belonged to it, grew 
out of it, or attached themselves 
to it; one of which was the graft 
on licensees by members of the 
legislature supposed to have a pull 
with the government, 

After a most thorough investi- 
gation of its liquor policy and ad- 
ministration, backed by all the 
talent and energy of the opposi- 
tion, coupled with revenge for 
past losses and hopes of future 
profits by the Liquor License As- 
sociation, the Scott government is 
to be congratulated on having 
come through with an absolutely 
clear sheet. While a few black 
sheep were disclosed, it was found 
that the great majority of its fol- 
lowers in the legislature were 
honest and loyal, and that under 
all difficulties the public good was 
the first consideration of the gov- 
ernment in framing its policy or 
adininistering the law.

The financial columns of the 
Montreal Gazette of recent date, 
dealing with railway earnings, 
speaks of the Soo line system, in- 
cluding its Chicago division, as a 
subsidiary of—that is, belonging 
to—the C.P.R. Its gross earnings 
for the year ending June 80th, 
1916, were $35,000,000. This sub- 
sidiary of the C.P.R., running 
from Winnipeg to Chicago, with 
branches to Duluth, the Soo, and 
Moose Jaw, must have been haul- 
ing some traffic south, instead of 
east, or it would not have earned 
35 millions in a year. It is all 
right to haul freight south so long 
as that freight is not wheat and so 
long as it is not the, farmer who 
makes a profit on the trade that 
goes south, 


There is a proposal before the 
city council to sell or give away 
the street railway. It is to be 
hoped that it will not be entertain. 
ed. Admitting for the sake of 
argument all that ean be said as 
to the losses by the railway, the 
position is the same as that of an 
owner who has on his hands at 
this time a piece of good but un- 
profitable property, If he cannot 
hold on he must let go. But if he 
ean hold on he certainly should do 
so, Selling at the present time 
means selling on the lowest mar- 
ket, which is never good business, 
Kdmonton has put over three mil- 


lions into the street railway, We 
owe the money and must pay it as 
it falls due. There is no real 
reason why the railway is not 
worth as much to the city as to a 
company, The tracks are the 


same, and the business to be done 
is the same in both cases, - The 
only difference isin the business 
management. If the city cannot 
find enough honesty and ability 
within its limits to conduct its 
street railway acording to business 
principles, of course we will have 
to get rid of it. But surety under 
the disillusionment of hard times 
We can get away from crazy boom 
ideas and bring sound business 
principles to bear. To sell now 
means to sacrifice. To hold, even 
at a loss, until better times, would 
be good business. But if we took 
hold of the street railway in a 
business way, based on present 
conditions and possibilities, when 
times improved the street railway 
would be a profitable asset to the 
city. The street railway belong- 
ed to the city. Certain sections 
of citizens held the view that as 
they were part of the public they 
represented the whole publie and 
were entitled to work the publie 
utility for their private benefit. 
Of course, we can never land any- 
where but in a loss so long as that 
idea prevails. But it only prevails 
among some sections of the people. 
In the case of the vast majority of 
citizens, their private interest — is 
best served by serving the public 
interest. If they will take an 
active part in selecting the right 
men for the city council they ean 
find the men who will protect their 
private and the public interests.

Positively no Black Rust in the Province and Frost Dam 
to Few Scattered Districts in Central and Northern 
—High Average Yield Expected—No Labor Scarcity 


During the past week officials of 
the provincial department of agricul- 
ture have visited various parts of the 
province with a view to securing in- 
formation regarding crop prospects. 
Speaking generally, the harvest will 
be large provided reasonably warm 
weather prevails during the next two 
weeks, South of Calgary there are no 
evidences of frost, Through the cen- 
tral and northern portions of the cul- 
tivated areas of the province thers has 
been some damage from frost in seat- 
tered districts, Many places in this 
area escaped entirely, while in other 
parts considerable damage has re- 
sulted particularly in the low-lying 
sections, Notwithstanding the 
that there has been some injury from 
this source there will be a very large 
amount of good milling wheat, as the 
general crop throughout the central 
portion of the province as well as 
throughout the south is a heavy stand, 

No Black Rust 

As far as the officials of the de- 
partment have been able to ascertain, 
there is absolutely no black rust in 
the province. Most of the wheat is 
now in the stiff, dough stage, Some 
wheat and oats have been cut in the 
extreme southern portion of the 
province, principally around Medicine 
Hat and on the G.P.R. line east of 
Calgary, one hundred and ten acres 
having been cui on the Medicine Hat 
demonstration farm, The crops on 
high, light land are now ready for the 
binder so that cutting in various dis- 
tricts will commence next week and 
should be general the week after, 

A High Average 

The season of 1015 was an excep- 
tional wheat year, the average for 
Wheat being about 86 bushels to the 
and oats about bushels, Last 
season there were certain soil and at- 
mospheric conditions which combined

year, the heads of wheat being filled 
with a plump grain right to the top, 
whereas this year the stand, which 
looks equally as good as that of last 
year, Can scarcely be expected to turn 
out the same yield owing to the fact 
that the tops of the heads are not 
quite as well filled, Nevertheless, with 
good harvest weather rrom the pres- 
ent time the average for Alberta 
should be higher than any previous 
year outside of 1915. 

On the farm of C. 8S. Noble, of 
Nobleford, just north of Lethbridge, 
the department's representative saw 
4260 nerves of wheat. In talking: with 
. Noble, who has been farming for 
several years in the district, he made 
the statement that he thought his 
crop would average 35 bushels to the 
acre, 

At the present tine it would not 
appears that there will be any great 
shortage of harvest help. <A very 
lurge proportion of the soldiers at 
»e camp have already left for the 
. a2 considerable number of men 
have come from coast points as well 
as from the states adjoining the Can- 
adian boundary. The harvest excur- 
sion trains are on their way west with 
hands from eastern Canada, while a 
considerable number of homesteaders 
are drifting in from the northern parts 
of the province. The department has 
arranged with the railway companies 
whereby certificates issued by its ag- 
ents will entitle the bearer to le per 
mile rate to any station in the proyv- 
ince. These agents are located In the 
Parliament Buildings, Edmonton; the 
Dairy Commissioner's office, Calgary; 
Sarcee camp, Calgary, and the court 
house, Lethbridge. There is also pro- 
vided a one cent per mile rate from 
Winnipeg west and from British Col- 
umbia points to Alberta,

Dr. H. P. Crayon, Paris; J. M, Dil- 
lon, Chicago, and Francois Lacombe, 
Calgary, members of the French army 
remount commission, who have been 
in the province for the past month 


buying’ horses, reached city Saturday 
day from Lacombe, They are guests 
at The Macdonald. On Monday they 


will go to Lloydminster, the next day 
travelling to Vermilion, On the 24rd 
they will be at Lamont, and on the 


24th in Edmonton. Leduc is sche- 
duled for the 25th and Wetaskiwin for 
the 26th, Mr. Dillon explained that 
the commission wea paying from $159 
to $140 for the horses, which will ne 
used for light artillery work. The 
class of animal required is what could 
be described as a pony draft, weighing 
about 1,100 pounds.
